Every year, hundreds of thousands of 
animals die in Israel in experiments, 
during the course of which they are 
infected with diseases, poisoned to 
death, and subjected to electric shocks, 
to surgeries, and to severe burns. 

Animals are not the only victims and, 
as we shall see, humans have paid, and 
continue to pay, a heavy price for these 
misguided methods of research. 
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Animal experimentation 
- a fundamental error 



Different animals react to medications, 
germs, viruses, surgery, radiation, and 
other injuries in different ways from 
humans and from other animals. 

For example: penicillin is deadly to 
guinea-pigs, but constitutes an important 
medication for humans. Morphine 
relaxes humans, but arouses cats and 
horses. Aspirin causes births defects in 
mice, rats, cats and monkeys, but not 
in humans. The virus which is 
responsible for hepatitis in humans does 
not infect chimpanzees or other animals. 

Heart bypass surgery by means of 
replacing arteries with veins is possible 
and is carried out on humans, but has 
always failed on dogs* Mice develop 
similar reactions as humans when 
subjected to radiation dosage 10 times 
higher than what is dangerous to 
humans. Most animals are immune to 
infections and injuries far more than 
humans are. Similarly, animals do not 
suffer from the same psychological 
diseases from which humans suffer. 

Therefore, any attempt to apply 
knowledg from animal experimentation 
on humans is a wildly irresponsible 
gamble, the consequences of which can 
be disastrous to humans. 



Animal experimentation 
has killed & crippled 
humans, and can be 
dangerous to you, too 



Between 1958 and 1961, some 10,000 
children in Europe were bom , crippled, 
and retarded; these were the children of 
mothers who, during their pregnancies, took 
thalidomide - a pill designed to ease nausea. 
Before it was put on the market for humans, 
this pill was tested for years on many 
different animals, without causing any harm 
whatsoever either to the mother or to the 
fetus. 

For the most part, medications used on 
humans are accompanied by side-effects, 
sometimes serious, which were not seen in 
experiments on animals. Out of all the 
medications in the world successfully tested 
on laboratory animals, no more than about 
one tenth eventually prove to be harmless 
to humans. 

By contrast, many medications which could 
help humans do not pass the tests on 
laboratory animals. 

In testimony giver) before the USA Senate 
in 1981 , Dr Irwin Brass, a cancer researcher 
with decades of experience, stated: 
"Experiments on animals have produced 
contradictory results, and have thus hindered 
progress in the fight against cancer; these 
experiments have not contributed to a single 
significant advance." 
For example, studies carried out among 
humans snowed that smoking causes lung 
cancer. However, experiments among 
various animals, including monkeys, 
"proved" that smoking does not cause this 
illness. Due to the misleading results of 
these experiments, warnings to the public 
about the clangers of smoking were delayed, 
or not published at all, and as a result 
thousands of smokers died of lung cancer. 
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How can medicine 
advance without animal 
experimentation? 



Medicine has advanced until now in 
spite of experiments on animals. 
Reliable methods of research, not based 
on experiments on animals, exist and 
have already proven themselves. 
The most important of these are clinical 
and epidemiological tests, which are 
based on observation of humans. The 
majority of medical discoveries are due 
to these methods. 

Human's cells and tissues cultures also 
constitute important methods of 
research, which allow careful testing to 
be carried out. the results of those are 
directly applicable to humans. For 
example, the USA National Cancer 
Institute started testing drugs against 
cancer on various cultures of human 
tissues instead of on alive mice. 
Modem technology, such as computer 
models, also has tremendous use in such 
fields as medical instruction and 
development of medicines. These 
methods replace the use of animals, and 
they are more reliable in the long run, 
more efficient and cheaper. 



Prevention or cure? 



In addition to advances in methods of 

research which are *?&»*^ 
curing human diseases, budgets must 
also bd directed to preventing diseases. 
The rise in the quality of life ,has been 
achieved mainly due to the improvement 
of hygiene, rather than medical advance. 

The World Health Organization 
estimates that some 85% of the cases 
of cancer are avoidable. This can be 
achieved by taking simple steps, such 
as changes in diet, prevention ot 
smoking, and avoidance of exr^sure to 
carcinogenic substances Even though 
we have, as yet, no cure for Aids we 
all know how to avoid being infected 
by this dreadful disease. 
Prevention of disease will reduce human 

sufferine and will allow money 
currentiyVtonfightogmeseolse^ 

to be bette^spent on the sick who truly 

need therapy. 



Why do experiments 
on animals continue? 



Vivisection is a multi-billion dollar 
industry. Experiments on living animals 

which raise animals and build devices 
for experimentation. 

Experiments on animals provide the 
legal fig-leaf for medical and chemical 
companies which put dangerous 
products on the market. Legislation in 
inany countries demands that these new 
products be tested on animals as a 
condition for being put on the market, 
and the scientific establishment 
approves this legislation despite the fact 
it is based on illogical assumptions 
Experiments draw massive financial 
budgets from tax moneys, as well as 
from innocent, well-meaning donors 
who believe that they are helping 
mankind. Scientists and researchers in 
the fields of biology and medicine 
advance in the academic world by 
publishing researches earned out on 
animals, even if such researches has nc 
relevance whatsoever to humans. 

Reaction is an additional cause of the 
continuation of animal expenmentauon 
many researchers, who have been 
trained to carry out experiments on 
Ss, recoil from adopting alternative 

have been proven to be both more 
precise and more reliable. 
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What can I do? 



•: 



1 . Insist upon your right to avoid 
experimenting on animals or 
participating in such experiments, even 
as an observer, during your studies. 
Many universities abroad have already 
removed animal experimentation from 
their curricula. 

2. Try to raise the consciousness of the 
dangers and cruelty of animal 
experimentation among your friends, 
acquaintances and colleagues. 

3. Information about experiments on 
animals is published by the media. Write 
to institutions and researchers who carry 
out, agree with or subsidize vivisection, 
and protest vigorously against their 
behavior. Send letters to the editors of 
newspapers, as well as copies to the 
Israeli Society for the Abolition of 
Vivisection. 

4. Join the Israeli Society for the 
Abolition of 'Vivisection. 
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The Israeli Society for the Abolition of 
Vivisection (ISAV) is a voluntary, non- 
profit organization whose aim is to put 
an end to animal experimentation in 
Israel. Our activities include publishing 
information sheets, contact with 
commercial companies and government 
agencies in Israel, attempts to influence' 
Knesset legislation, and demonstrations. 

ISAV also takes a stand against fur trade 
and other cruel forms of animal 
exploitation. ISAV encourages its 
members to be vegetarians. 

ISAV members receive information 
sheets on a regular basis.
